says Indiana Farmer's Guide. But 
even such ronds fall Into disrepair, If 
given no attention. What Is said to 
be the worst stretch of highway In 
Illinois was once a magnificent mac- 
adam road. Now It Is almost Impass- 
able owing to the deep hollows and 
ruts which It contains. Everyone gives 
It a wide berth and It Is "black listed" 
In all automobile guides. Concrete 
and brick paving also must have over- 
sight and repair. 

Autolsts have a saying that there 
Is no better road than a dirt road — 
] when It Is dry. This Is becflo.se, In 
the case of a well-drained earth rond, 
passing vehicles smooth out the ruts 
left after n rain and Iron It Into n 
sufficiently level surface to permit of 
easy traveling. Here, again, It Is n 
case of "working the roads," though 
the work given is of an autnmallc 
kind and rendered without thought of 
the service performed. However, it 
sometimes takes a long time to 
oot the ronghnes«s after o ~™ 
I daily If the soil Is a heavy clay 
' usually the same makeshift attention' 
I Is given the earth road that Is the 
too-frequent lot of macadam and 
gravel. 

In some townships the dirt roads 
I are dragged at rather Infrequent In- 
; tervals and If a rain comes right after 
the dragging the effect of the latter 
( Is largely nullified. The best dirt 
I roads, year In and year out. are those 
which are dragged whenever possible 
I at all seasons of the year. This 
I should be done as soon after every 
I rain as possible but not when the mnd 
Is In such condition that It will stick 
to the drag. It Is best to drag one 
6ide of the rood at a time and forbid 
| travel upon It until It Is thoroughly 
I dry. As a general rule the softer the 
material of which a road Is composed 
the more frequent attention It should 
' receive. But let no one forget that 
good roads of whatever kind are pos- 
sible only at the price of constant over- 
sight.

Lands Show Big Increase — Chil- 
dren Benefited. 

After Improving the main market 
roads In four counties In Virginia 
and one each in New York, Alabama, 
Florida and Mississippi during a pe- 
riod of five years, a survey was made 
of» the work and its results. It w« 8 
found that the price of tillable lend 
served by the roads increased from 
one to three times the total cost of the 
Improvements. The total saving every 
year In hauling costs due to this im- 
provement in the roads amounts to 
1627,409 for a traffic of about 8,500,- 
000 ton miles. The net saving on the 
hauling, after deducting the cost of 
Interest and principal for the improve- 
ments, averages 11.6 cents per ton mile. 
After the roads were better, the aver- 
age attendance of children In the pub- 
lic schools was 76 per cent ; before the 
roads were Improved It was 60 per 
cent. Ten more children ont of every 
100 were enabled to get schooling as 
a result of better roads.

THAT BOLO KNIFE 
SURE CAME HANDY 



Henry Johnson, Colored Soldier, 
Split a Lot of Hun Skulls 
With the Weapon. 



WAS ADOPTED FROM MOROS 



War Department Now Issues the Ter- 
rible Cleaver to Some of Our 
Troops, and the Germans 
Don't Like It at All. 

Washington. — A year ago Henry 
Johnson, a colored cltlien of Albnuy, 
N. ¥.. was peddllug Ice, coal uud wood 
In contented obscurity. Today Henry 
Johnson, a soldier of the United States, 
Is wearing the coveted French war 
cross with palms, because he proved 
himself a brave tuaa, and because at 
the critical moment he got his hands 
on a bolo knife. 

Tbe cable has told of Henry's ex- 
ploit—bow on ulght duty with a coui- 
imnlon In an American llsteulng post 
he "took on" 24 marauding Germans 
In a swift rough-and-tumble, killed 
some of them with his rifle, bombed 
others from his basket of grenades, 
and then, even after he had been j 
wounded, split so many skulls with his 
bolo that all the enemy left on their 
feet after meeting Henry became sud- 
denly and violently homesick. 

The bolo knife wblch Henry wielded 
so well weighs one pound and three 
ounces without Its scabbard, and has 
a broad 14-lnch blade. It Is sharpened 
to a razor edge, and near the end 
runs abruptly to a thrustlug point. But 
one of Its chief virtues as a small-arm 
Is Its cleaving power. Most of the 
weight of the knife Is distributed oloag 
the back of the blade. 

Americans first ran up against the 
bolo lu the Philippines. Over there It 
was originally an agricultural tool. Just 
as tbe machete was In Cuba, and 
blacksmiths at country crossroads ham- 
mered- It out Infinitely and In nil sorts 
of forms. The "kris" with Its curly 
blade Is a form of bolo, and the "caiu- 
pllan" Is a bigger bolo. 

Was Weapon of the Moros. 

It was up among the Moros that It 
was developed for war purposes. In 
the underbrush It proved a very ter- 
rible weapon, as many a trooper found 
to his cost. A stroke In the tropica! 
night — Just one — counted for a major 
American casualty. After n whtte our 
soldiers found there was no particu- 
lar knack In the Malay use of the bolo 
tbey could not master. Then they be- 
gan to capture bolos. And so, after 
the war ended, bolos kept coming back 
to the United States as souvenirs. 

But It was not until 1010 that the | 
war department tried the experiment 
of Issuing tbe bolo knife as a regular 
port of the Amerlcun equipment, it , 
was used and tested by our men In 
Mexico, but there It was employed 
chiefly as a tool rather than a weapoa. 
It was not nntll our kbakl-garbed boys 
went down Into the French trenches 
that the bolo knife proved Its right to I 
be considered "tbe last line of defense" 
and a life-saver to the man who un- 
sheathed It. 

Our colored troops display a special 
aptitude and affection for this weapon. 
The white fighter Is Inclined to raly 1 
upon his automatic pistol In 
gency at close quarters, but the col- 
ored man In uniform takes as natural- 
ly to the bolo knife as he does 
well, as he does to the name of "Mr. 
Johnson." 

Issued to U. 8. Troops. 

The bolo knife Is Issued to our 
troops In two sizes — the smaller size 
of the type which Henry Johnson used, 
and a larger knife employed excluitlvc- 
ly by field artillery butteries. This 
lutter I* practically a short sword, 
comparable to the prlnclpul weapon 
of the old Itomun legionaries. It Is 
two feet long and weighs between 
three and four pound*. Of course, be- 
ing Issued only to artillerymen who 
are not ordinarily actually at grips 
with the enemy, It Is Intended mainly 
as a sort of underbrush cutter. But 
In the bands of a desperate inun fight- 
ing for his life .1 1* a terrible per- 
suader. 

The bolo Is In no sense a trench 
knife. That Is l**ued to every uinn 
In the ranks and In a apeclul tool not 



meant for fighting mivo nt Hie Inst 
gnsp. Bnt the 14 Inch bolo knife Is 
essentially n weapon. It Is Issued to 
six per cent of our Infantry forces— 
not regularly to every seventeenth 
man. but ns occasion may require or 
the Immediate commanding officer may 
direct. Henry Johnson wns given his 
because he wns assigned to particular- 
ly dangerous duty In a listening post. 
Others may be equipped with bolo 
knives — for Instance, ns members of 
n special detachment to accompany 
raiding forces within the enemy lines. 
Their work must be quick, silent and 
thorough. From Luuevllle to Cantlgny 
the Germans have found It so. 

The small arms division of the Unit- 
ed States ordnance department be- 
lieves that the bolo knife has points of 
superiority over any knife in use on 
the European battlefield, else It would 
not have been adopted for our use.

Interesting to Trace the "Staff of Life' 
In Its Course Throughout 
the Ages. 

Tbe origin of wheat Is lost In an- 
tiquity. Even the original home of the 
cereal plants of which bread Is being 
made Is not known, all the researches 
and hypotheses notwithstanding. 
Where whent, spelt, rye, barley, buck- 
wheat, etc., first offered mun their 
grainy ears for food Is au unsolved 
problem. 

But that originally bread wns not 
roasted or baked, as moderns prepare 
It, but eaten as dough or paste, may 
be inferred from Its relation with the 
word "broth." botb of these words be- 
ing derived from the root "brcowan," 
"bru," to brew. In nil probability It 
was originally the boiled coarse meal 
with nothing added to It but salt. The 
leavening nnd baking of the bread was 
a Inter development. The origin of 
these processes Is n matter of specu- 
lation; but so much Is certain: that 
baking preceded tho leavening of the 
bread that cnuscs It to rise; also that 
the original form of the bread was not 
the loaf, but a kind of thin, flat cake 
like the matzoths. or unleavened brend 
of the Jews, or the tortillas of the 
Mexicans. Like these. It wns proba- 
bly roasted upon Intensely heated nV 
stones. 

Wltb the discovery of the leaven th v 
flat cake Incrensed In height nntll It 
assumed the form of our loaf.
